When the father died, in 1826, he left an es- 
tate yalued at $100,000, one-half to his widow 
And the other half to his two boys, 
Robert L. and Alexander, Robert assumed the

SAMUEL HAWKE, 
Samuel Hawk, the senior proprietor of the 
Windsor Hotel, and one of the best known and 
esteeged hotel men of thjj City, died at the Long 





Beach Hotel Thursda: t, at 10 o’clock, from 
consumption of the tifroat, He had suffered more 
or less an asthmatic affeetion for nine years, 


and had been confined to his bed almost continual- 
ly for the last three weeks at Long Beach. He 
leaves no family, his nearestt relatives being a 
nephew and niece, who lived with bim in ghis City 
and attended him during his lastillness. Funeral 
services will be held at his late residence, No, 5 


East Forty-eighth-street, Monday afternoon, at 3 
o'clock, the Rey. Dr. Tiffany officiating, and the 
body will be interred at Woodlawn, by the side of 
Mr. Hawk’s wife. 

Mr, Hawk was approaching his sixty-second 
birthday, having been born in Stoyestuwn, Som- 
erset County, Penn., Oct. 23, 1820. His father 
afterwards became a hotel-keeper in Massillon, 
Obio, and young Saftiuel was» indueted into 
the business of hotel life an.varly age, being 
taken into his fathefs empioymébt as a clerk. He 
was quick and apt to learn the business, and when 
he had mastered its details he went to Canton, 
Ohio, where he was engaged as clerk in the princi: | 
pal hotel. From there he-camo, to this City and | 
Started in business for himself, taking (he manage- 
ment of the old Manhattan Hotel, in Murray-street, | 
which was for many years a general resort for 
merchants and business men, In 1860 Mr. Hawk 
severed his connection with the Manhattan and 
went to Chicago, where he took charge of the 
Richmond Hoopse, but in this venture be was un- 
successful for some reason, and was obliged to 
i Chicago a bankrupt. He had a good reputa- 
liom He returned to New-York almost penniless, 
and his friends, foremost among them Jeshua 
Hanna, a wealthy gentleman of Pittsburg, seeured 
for him the lease of the St. Nicholas Hotel. The St. 
Nicholas at this time, 1863, was a poorly Payton 
property, having been almost ruined by bad man- 
agement. Mr. Hawk was associated with Capt. 
Spotts, an old hotel-keeper, and the St. Nicho! 
began its new career under the management o! 

potts & Hawk. Prosperity returned to the ho! 
yvith the beginning of the new management, 
—tapidiy beotms-ons.of the mos: treat 
the City. In 1866 Capt. Spotts died, and Mr. Haw 
continued the business under hisown name In 
his prosperity he did not forget the.creditors who 
;

had trusted him in'Chicago. He paid every dolkar 
of his indebtedness with interest/although he was 
not legally respousible for a penny of bis old debts. 
This act was characteristic of the integrity which 
marked hisentire life. Mr. Hawk eontinued to man- 
age the St. Nicholas aloue until 1875. when he formed 
a partnership with Uriah Welch, the present pro- 

_ prietor of the hotel, Charles A. King, now of the 
Aberdeen, and George Henlen, under the firm 
name of Samuel Hawk & Co., and tie St. Nicholas 

Was managed by this firm until 1878 when Mr. 

Hawk retired. Jn the meantime, in 1873, Mr. Hawk 

and Gardner Wetherbee had secured the lease of 

the Windser. This house was opened at the time 

| of the panic of 1873, and under the heavy burden 

ol care and responsibility Mr. Hawk’s health falled, 

and he was never after a really well man, although 

he attended to business, generally until his last 
fatal attack. He made two trips to Europe in 
searcly of health, one in 1875, and the second in 

1878, remaining abroad each time about a year, and 





returning apparently greatly benefi ed. In 1877 his 
wife died, and this shock seemed.to prostrate him 
acain. Malaria was added to the asthma, from 
} which he had suffered so long.and the twous- 
eases combined finally developed into. throat econ- 
Sumption. Last Spring he made a trip to Georgia, 
but he returned before the cool weather had fuirly 
Set in, and about the Ist of May his old throat 
trouble attacked him again. . He had secured a pas- 
Sage for Europe and was to sal! on June M4, but by 
the Ist of June it became apparent that he would 
be unable to make the trip. and he reluctantly gave 
up the idea. Then Dr, Lincoln was called jn, but 
it was too late, and the physician cave no hope of 
i Tegovery. Mr. Hawk went to Igpe Beach 
about four weeks ago to escape the hedted atmos- 
phere of the City, and after the frst wesk he was 
prostrased. 

Mr, Hawk was a man who made and retained 
Many warm friends, and the announcement of his 
death will be read with regret from one end of the 
continent to the other, He was one of the Ward- 
ens of Zion Protestant Episcopal Church. Possi-_ 
bly the highest expression of the esteem in which 
he was held by those neurest to him in his business 
life is the remark made by one of his trusted em- 
ployes yesterday: “I have buen with him,” he 
said, “ for 14 years, and | don’t know that he eyer

TULA (Mexique). 


. — Plan relief d’un palais toltéque découvert 


a Tula, — Ce palais fut exhumé par nous, en 1879, 
d’une colline couverte d’une épaisse végétation de 
cactus et de grands arbres. 

Tollan, aujourd’hui Tula, fut la premiere ville 
ou les Toltéques s’établirent définitivement vers le 
milieu du yri° siécle. 

D’aprés la tradition, ce peuple qui joua un si 
grand role dans Vhistoire de /Amérique, venait du 
nord-ouest; lieu tout a fait inconnu, situé quelque 
part sur les cotes de la Californie ou il aurait habité 
une ville appelée Huchuétlapallan, premier séjour 
de la race Nahua. Les Toltéques l’abandonnérent 
pour émigrer dans le sud et furent ainsi l’une des 
premiéres avant-gardes des peuples de méme race 
et de méme langue qui les suivirent plus tard. 

Cultivant les arts, amis de la paix, sectateurs d’ une 
religion fort douce, ils adoraient le Soleil et la Lune, 
et leurs principales divinités étaient Quetzalcoatl, 
le dieu de la sagesse, et Tlaloc, le dieu des mois- 
sons et de la pluie. Les Toltéques apportaient donc 


ees 


avec eux une civilisation déja trés développée ; 
agriculteurs, industriels, artistes et savants, ils 
fondérent un empire qui embrassa rapidement le 
Mexique entier et qui laissa partout les traces d’une 
haute civilisation. 

Cet empire fut détruit vers l’an 1050, et les Tol- 
téques, décimés par la guerre civile et par des ca- 
lamités de tous genres, abandonnérent leur patrie 
dévastée a la recherche d’une patrie nouvelle. 

C’est ainsi qu’on les retrouve, plus tard, dans le 
Tabasco, le Yucatan et le Guatemala. 

Les Toltéques n’avaient laissé derriére eux que 
quelques familles, les blessés et les vieillards ; mais 
ces faibles restes d’une grande race suffirent 4 per- 
pétuer parmi les tribus qui leur succédérent, la tra- 
dition de leurs arts et de leur industrie. C’est pour- 
quoi les Espagnols trouvérent au Mexique, chez les 
Aztecs, une civilisation brillante qui représentait la 
civilisation toltéque : ce n’était, en somme, qu'une 
renaissance. 

Le palais toltéque de Tula nous donne une idée 
des constructions civiles de l’6poque, en méme temps 
que de cet instinct singulier de la race, qui lui fai- 
sait construire ses demeures, mais surtout ses 
temples, sur des plateaux et des pyramides. Cet 
instinct suivit le Toltéque partout ow il passa : l’A- 
mérique centrale est remplie de ses ceuvres; pour 
ceux qui leur suecédérent sur les hauts plateaux, 
Chichiméques, Aztecs, etc., ils ne conserverent 
cette tradition que pour leurs temples.
